When he had ſaid this, he 
lcemed to rend and torment'the woman, and 
made a horrible bellowing, and cryed out 
violently to the Prieſt, Thou offer'ſt Violence 
to me, I cannot hold my pcace: He that was 
Crucihed torments me. Here is an Indulgence 
trom Sin and Puniſhment , he ſpoke eſe fol- 
lowing words four times, 'with ſo great a 
noiſe, as it all the men in the world had bcen 
killed 3 In this Church all Sins are forgiven.

His Bed for his wearicd Body was 
the bare ground 3 his Pillow wood or ſtone, 
Once, being mightily troubled with a Rheum 
in his Eyes, he had a Pillow ſtuffed with Fea- 
thers for his Head ; and the Devil came, and 
would not let him ſleep one wink ; and when 
he was ſo tormented, he called a Monk, and 
bade him take the Pillow away. | It ſeems the 
Devil had a very great reſped for bim. | He re- 
fuſed not only to lye on a Feather-bed,, but 
would not it the Friars to lye, except 
upon the bare ground, or chaft.

The Devil 
replies, He is ſuch a man, that the whole 
World does not yet know his Holineſs ; and 
all the Powers of Darkneſs tremble becauſe of 
that man. | This Saint had alwayes the Devils 
good word, | St. Bartholomew ſaid tothe Devil, 
How is the Paſſion of the Lord to be renewed 
in this man ? Shall this Francis, like Chriſt, 
ſuffer for all mankind ? In a littke tire, fayes 
the Devil, it will be known to all the world 
after what manner the Paſſion of Chrift (hall 
be renewed in this man. This the Devil de- 
clared two years before the Holy marks were 
hxed upon his Body. The Devil likewiſe 
{faid, two thirds of the men and women of 
the World chat (hall but dwell in the Houſes 
of this Order, ſhall bring forth fruits meet for 
repentance. By which it plainly appears, that 
St. Francis hath ſo overcome the Devils, that 
they will not abide his preſence. The Devil 
declared the ſame thing to a Country Fellow, 
that all the Devils coming to St. 
Francis his Death , could not 
come nigh him. for the multt- 
tude of Angels. It is bzhidcs told for a truth, 
what 
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what another Devil ſaid, that they could not 
come within ten miles of him, by reaſon of 
the great number of Angels that guarded him.

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Ditto. The Virgin” Mary, with her Son in 
her arms, appeared to St, Francis upon this 
occalion. A Devout Friar murmured at St, 
Francis, and told him. he did cat and drink 
like other Mortals; ſo that St. Francis, when 
the Friars were aſleep, went into the Wood 
to pray 3 the other Friar followed him, un- 
known to St. Francis, who on his knees, cry- 
ed out with a loud voice in the Friars hear- 
ing, O Bleſſed Virgin, ſhew me thy Son :

Francis to ſuch a calm and tranquility of 
mind, although he was not ſo Book-learned 
as to know by that, the Holy Scriptures, yet 
being inlightned with the rayes of cverlaſting 
Light, he underſtood, with a wonderful acute- 
nels, all the profound things contained in 
them. He knew the ſecrets of mens hearts. 
Ditto. He reverſed by Prayer, the Sentence 
given by God againſt a Sinner. For Friar 
Helies was condemned by God for Apoſtacy 
which St. Francis, on God's bchalf, told him. 
When Friar Helzas hcard this, hc was diffol- 
ved into Tears, and fol down at his feet, and 
delired 
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defired his Prayers to God for him, his poor 
ſheep 3 for 1 truſt ſo much in thy Prayers, that 
if I was in the deeps of Hell, I ſhould find 
caſe by them. Then St. Francis, moved by 
the Tears ot this Helias, prayed to God fi 
him, and was heard. | Thif Story reſolves in- 
to hit z St, Francis ſo frightens the other Cox- 
combly Friar with this Melancholy Story, that he 
fell into that Idolatrous Poſture, to $% old Cheat , 
then he pretended to have pity of him , and after- 
ward, as he ſaid, by his Prayers, he obtained 
Mercy for him : fa by Holy cheats he wheedled

Folio 212, That St. Francis was a moſt 
pure Virgin, 15 thus proved 3 Firſt, by the Vi- 
fion 'of Friar Leo, who {aw St. Francis in a 
very high Mountain, placed amonglt green 
Trees, Books and Roſes, and the Birds ſung 


hand Roſes and Lillies, becauſe he was a Vir- 
gin both in Body and mind. A 
C 
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cauſe Friar Leo was St. Francis his Confeſfor, 
and never heard St. Francis {ay to the contra- 
ry.. Thirdly, He ſcemed to be a Virgin, be- 
cauſe he put off his clothes before the Biſhop 
of Afiſium, and gave his Breeches to his Fa- 
ther, which he would have been aſhamed to 
have done, had he been otherwiſe. Fourthly, 
The Holy marks made in his Bogy do prove 
his Virginity, for he ſaid, thoſe marks were 
never impreſſed upon any that was defiled or 
contaminated, Fifthly, St. Francis enjoyned 
a Friar, that had got to a Wench, to walk 
naked in the Snow for many miles. | Theſe 
are excellent proofs, if they be well conſidered.

lities, and (o our Divines no falſe Calumnia-
